Vickers Visited 
Bv Students 

'^chanical Club Were At 
A:-rrf.f^ V/^-lr, Yesterday 

About ii strong, the Mechanical 
Club visited the plant of Canadian 
Vickers yesterday' afternoon at three 
o'clock. Arriving by various ways and 
means, a large nurnber ot Science stu 
dents, mostly first and second y^.ir 
men. presented themselves at the 
.gates long before three a.id cooled 
t'aelr heels for about halt an hour. 

When the lait had arrived the Club, 
guided by Col. Gilmour, of Vickers, 
made a trip through the plant. The 
first part to be jecn was the Aircraft 
Factory where flying machines in va- 
rious stages ot construction were seen. 

The ttr« was a Vickers "Velos", a 
two-engined flying-boat, built for the 
Dominion Government. This, a large 
biplane, was designed for high alti- 
tude flying and is especially adapted 
to aerial survey, exploration and pho- 
tographic work. Col. Qilmour e.x- 
plained tho function of tho stabiliser 
and the elevators on this machine. 

.V \'icker# "Vedette" \<r^i s.^en ! 
which was back in the shops after fly-j 
lug a distance of one half-million 
mil's in two years. These machines' 
nere .-pecially designed for Can-idian; 
condition.s. They are flying beats of 
tho "pusher" type and afford .in unob- 
structed view from the cockpit.' They 
can alight and take off in a short dis- 
tance and for Ihls reason "Vedettes" 
are used to a creat e.xtent in Kor'-s*. 
P.itrol 3ervi^•o. aerial mapping and the 
like. 

The other typo of machine in the 
course of construction at the time 1» 
the Vickers FairchiUl. This is a l,iri;e 
inonoplano idapted to mail and pas- 
si'îiçtfr v.irrNiiii; I' Imn .t. Wri.^ht air- 
cooled moto;-. and can be equipped 
to land on land, water or snow. The 
win.es. which aro support'?.
